this to hang fire, but we do want
this right before we start cpera-
tions. Then it will be more sat-
jafactory with all parties con
cerned, which I believe you will
agree with me,

Mr. Spore mentioned that a
great many of your people were
anxious to know when we would
start operations. I believe you
ean make it clear to them that
we would like to start as soon ag
possible from the fact, while
there in getting up the form for
the lease, there is a clause I in-
sterted like this, “that the well
would have to be completed
within one year from April 27,
1912, or in order to extend the
lease we would have to pay into
the bank, one hundred and sixiy
dollara ($160.00) on each lease as
an extension,”’ so they can read-
ily see that it would be to our
interest to start and complete
this well as soon as possible.

Hoping your people can gee
your way clear (o consummute
your part of this proposition in
the very near future, and with
best wishes for your success.and

We are told that, with the en-
tire list as subsecribed, including
the bonded land, there wasa
little excess over the amount re-
quired, but eliminating all that
is objected to, the list is short
524 acres.

Therefore, there must be
some new subseriptions to make
this thing go.

It is sincerely to be hoped that
it will not be allowed to fall
through.

PULLED OFF

Santa Fe, N. M., May 29.—An
altempt to get actien on Gover-
nor MeDonald's special message
calling upon the legislature to
enact a law which will enable
him to prevent the Johnson-
Flynn fight at Las Vegas on July
4th, was made in the senate
just before adjournment this
afternoon, when Senator Evans,
who has an antifight bill which
has been pending almost since
the opening of the legislature,
undertook to get his bill out of
the judiciary committee.

Senator Evans explained that
his bill had been before the
senate for more than twomonths,
and said that the committee had
hud every opportunity to con-
giderit. He said that it looked
to him as if there was no inten-
tion of reporting it to the senate
and intimated that the purpose
of the committee was to chloro-
formit. He said that it was a
matter of comparatively little
concern Lo him what report the
committee should make on the
bill so long as it was put before
thelsenate and an opportunity
was given cither to pass or de
feat it. He moved that the com-
mitlee be instructed to report
the bill immediately and that it
be discharged from further con-
gideration of the measure.

Senator Crampton, the chair
man of the judiciary committee,
immediately moved to lay Sena.
tor Evans' motion on the table.
No debate was in order on this
mation, but Senator Evans de-
manded aroll eall in order to
place every senator on record.
The motion to require the com
mittee to report the bill was
tabled by a vote of 17107, all
the democrats, except Senator
Walton, voting against the mo
tion to table, and all the republi-
cans, except Senator McCoy,
voting forit. The bill stands
just where it did before the gov-
ernor gent his message to the
legislature.
